2, Mthout reveallnp. to K th.e existence of this letter, I queried hits 
In the presence of his wife on the evening: of 28 ITarch 1953 in BAD KEICtirllU 
HALL, seeking to establish the exact date, place, end length (as well as 
topic of discussion) of each nsetlnc with PO-JCER. K rejnetsherod several addi- 
tional details i^ardlng this August 1951 neotlng with HCGT7L as our conver- ^ 

sation progreseod# POWI?ER appeared ot K*o house In BAD IKTCH?\I?HALL and told 
him EIorrrL was in falcbui^. (This was the first time, incidentally, that 
POJiCER had visited 52 rraehllngatrassej on his two previous visits to BAD 
RKICHEKHALL, FOnCKR had visited at Monbacherstrasso, but X and his wife 
are both certain they were already in their present home by August 1951- 
How PC^JDJSR obtained this address le unknown to n:®; K. states there had not 
been an exchange of letters between them.) X stotes he had had no previous 
intlmaticn that would visit himj POKGilv had rentionad, during hin 

second visit to K in Itarch 1951# that he saw H'OETTL from ti!i« to tlr«, and 
suggested n r»etlng, bat no definite plans were made. On the spur of the 
monTient, K agreed to Join POIyGER, end \bey drove to POriQW^o ’'Audi” across 
tho border to 8ALZ3UEG, where they found HOKTTL, probably in Hotel 2un Hir- 
ochen, drtnre omind BALZBURO locking f or a suitable cafe wliore thoy could 
talk, and finally undortock the Jaunt to fuschlsee. K elates the enfo was 
also chosen by chonco, after checking various cafee noar i'USCiiL until th^ 
found one Thlch wco relatively deserted^ The talk with HCE7TL could not have 
Ian ted rruch Bore than two hours • appoarod in BAD botwoon 

2 and 3 they drove to BALZBHHG, drove to FUfCHL, and thon they took 
HOBTTL to tho station in FUfClTL, X thinks. wbei*e he caui^t the last train 
to ALT AUnfEX, iffhlch K thought loft eithof at 5 or 6 PH. Foil owing this, 
ho and POiUKIl returned to fALZlv.TO, where K anya POXHH ccadc onino purchaoos 
(this Is rathor unclear, as stores are not normally' opon after 6 PU, if that 
late, on Saturdays during tho suars?r In fALZ3u7iG,) They then drove to BAIKISCH 
OVAPi (Austrian side), whore POtiCKR’s wife’s porents'(Vr* and VOTIKR) 
wore staying in the Hotel N'OI^mTPX, K ar>d rOXSIH apparently had dJ.ui^r, 
possibly thoro. >»hen K left, intending to take the bus hoco, it wac already 
so 1 a to that UiO last buo to BAD KKTQ-iKMKALL had left, arxl he returned to tho 
Hotel and had PCKGSR drive hin hoa:e. K* s wife recol^ that K arrived hofzzo 
vory late from this meeting with P'DXKH, and Uie he arrived htxje was 
novod progressively from 9 PU to "after 11 atybur talk progressed. K 
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dlfftlmtly rcKmllo that POHGER left hie -wallet or docmnemte with the border 
CUfrd, becftuw of eone Irregularltj (he thinks beceaee PC4JC1SR had csxtrs cans 
of gasoline In the car, so left socething for safekesplng. sajring; that he 
-would return rlt the Basse crocslne point In a few ndnatos;. They creased at 
BATHISOT GJfATH, POSQER drt^sped him off at his home* and returned to Aurrtrla. 

3» K maintains that no conrersation regarding placing HGSTTl. In Ant 
OEFIU5N occurred^ other than the single time (in October 17?2) when FORCER 
aoked hia to help ITQETTL, and Z at that tlrce told him his Influence was In- 
sufficient# ^ In addition, as can be seen frwn his reports, it was In the 
August 1951 aeetli^ that K told ROETTL there could be no thcqgbli. pf . 
fiidlrvf a ponltlon with any German office until be had clnrlfiedf cortalji alle 
getlon/^ f^^olnat him, o#g», IOTA gold, and KKR5E5AIR* Therofere, P0»i0ER*8 re- '

wiXo oppoarod unexpectedly at K’n home In DAD REICHENRALL at i^out 9 

The two families drovo around, found no restaurant open, talked 
briefly about gonerol farilly matters, POIOFJ^ and wife returned to fvM^- 
BURC, enroate to VHKrU# 

(2) Varch 1951, shortly aftor $ 'Uarch: FOtiGER ond wife again 

appeared at '^lesbacherstrasse • K^n son had just had a birthday, and 
PO-^KH {rave him an autosiatlc pencil when he heard this* (K*s son re- 
called the date#) Tboy talked of family matters, and toi^ sods plcturec 
In the backyard. HORTTL wns rentlonod by PONGER, and K indicated he 
would ^lot object to seeing him« 

(3) August 19?1* POKOKR appeared on a fatarday afternoon, with 

a letter ho had had nOKTTI/ writer They made the famous trip to i Uf-CrfL 
with nOETTL.
